“Wooden Horse,” by Eric 
Williams, is an exciting, sus¬ 
penseful novel. A wooden horse 
once opened the way into be¬ 
sieged Troy. Another kind of 
wooden horse opens the way 
for three captured Allied fliers 
to escape from German pris¬ 
on camp. 

Dozens of other prisoners had 
tried to tunnel under the barb¬ 
ed-wire barriers, but the dogs, 
the seismographs, the ever- 
patrolling guards defeated 
them all. This was a new and 
classic plan. 

Instead of hiding the en¬ 
trance to their digging, the 
three friends start their haz¬ 
ardous labor right in the mid¬ 
dle of an open exercise ground. 
The concealment was a mov¬ 
able wooden horse they had 
built ostensibly for the use of 
a camp vaulting team. 

So well-written is the book, 
.so packed with thrills and sus¬ 
pense, that the reader is right 
there on the spot sharing the 
feverish efforts, the disposal of 
the .sand, the disappointments, 
the final success. 

Even after they break out, 
the subsequent flight across 
Germany is breathtaking— 
miles and miles of enemy ter¬ 
ritory. always under the very 
eyes of the Gestapo.

Vets Warn of 
Cattle Disease 

Veterinary authorities this 
week warned cattle owners to 
be on the lookout for leptos¬ 
pirosis, a dangerous cattle dis¬ 
ease which first appeared in 
this country six years ago and 
seems to be spreading. 

“Symptoms of the disease 
vary so widely that cows may 
be stricken without the own¬ 
er’s knowing it,” and American 
Foundation for “Animal Health 
spokesman reports.

TTiat subdivision will not be 
able to take over all of the 
citrus land in the next 10 or 
15 years even though the rate 
of population increase remains 
the same as it has been in the 
past 10 years was pointed out 
recently by W. K. Dienes of 
Claremont Men’s College. 

Approximately six per cent 
of the citrus acreage in the 
eastern part of Los Angeles 
County has gone out of pro¬ 
duction through subdivision 
during the past 10 years by 
cause of large increases in pop¬ 
ulation. 

“Normal expansion within 
the towns even with this huge 
influx of population makes it 
impossible to subdivide all of 
the citrus acreage in the area,” 
Mr. Dienes said. 


Kenneth M. Smoyer, farm ad¬ 
visor, pointed out that of 
greatest significance is the 
fact that many growers have 
been anticipating subdivision 
to the extent of falling to car¬ 
ry on adequate replant pro¬ 
grams to keep their orchards 
at the highest level of pro¬ 
duction. If this continues for 
very lorjg, they will be forced 
into converting their land to 
some other type of crop if they 
are to maintain any profit. 

“Those wishing to remain in 
the citrus business should make 
plans for profitable business 
for the next 10 or 15 years,” 
Mr. Smoyer said. “Only those 
orchards which will produce a 
large yield of fruit should at¬ 
tempt to stay in the citrus pic¬ 
ture.”

Save Wild Rowers, 
Association Warns 

It is unlawful to cut, mutil¬ 
ate, or destroy native plants, 
shrubs, or trees growing along 
public highways, the Califor¬ 
nia Spring Blossom and Wild 
Flower Association warned this 
week in an attempt to prevent 
destruction to his state’s world- 
famous wild flowers. 

A six months’ jail sentence 
or a fine of $2(X), or both, are 
the penalties for violating this 
law. It was pointed out that 
the law applies also to private¬ 
ly-owned land. Written permis¬ 
sion must be obtained before 
wild flowers may be removed 
or destroyed. 

Wild flowers have been wan¬ 
tonly destroyed for many years 
and, in many cases, face ex¬ 
tinction because of vandalism, 
the association said.

Workers receiving wages in 
excess of $3000 a year, when 
employed by more than one 
firm, may be entitled to a So¬ 
cial Security tax refund, ac¬ 
cording to Jay Wootton, man¬ 
ager of the Pasadena office of 
the Social Security Administra¬ 
tion. 

Each employer is required 
to deduct the Social Security 
tax from workers’ wages up to 
the first $3000 during the cal¬ 
endar year. 

Forms for obtaining a refund 
of the excess Federal Social 
Security tax may be obtained 
from the nearest office of the 
Collector of Internal Revenue.
